Japan Bideves Russia Is Anxious to 


End a Disastrous W ar. 
Tokio, 
Ju ly 26.— The 
acts of 
the 
Vladivostok squadron in the Pacific 
and of the volunteer fleet in the Red 
sea strengthen the belief 
here that 
Russia is deliberately seeking to af­ 
front Amel lea and England and Ger­ 
many in the hope Of finding an avenue 
for gracefully retiring from a disas­ 
trous 
war. 
There 
is no 
argument 
over the right ut Russia to seize neu­ 
tral vessels carrying 
actual eontra- 
tand cl war, but the 
wisdom of de­ 
stroying neutral prizes without trial 
unless the object is to involve other 
powers, 
is generally questioned. 
It 
is believed that America will refuse 
to recognize Russia's extended list of 
contraband and will speedily demand 
a limitation to articles reasonably con­ 
traband in order to protec t her large 
Oriental commercial interests. 
It is 
expected that Great Britain w ill pro­ 
test against the sinking of the Knight 
Commander 
and demand 
trial 
for 
seized British steamers and that Ger­ 
many w ill make a second aud more 
vigorous protest. 
The Vladivostok warships are hov­ 
ering about the course of the steamers 
from San Francisco, probably with Hie 
hope of overhauling the liner Korea. 
W arning, however, has been given to 
the* Korea and she 
has a chance of 
eluding 
tho 
Russians. 
There 
w ill 
probably be other seizures and what­ 
ever be the determination of the legal 
questions 
involved 
and 
whatever 
diplomatic action may be taken, it is 
confidently believed here that the seiz­ 
ures will create a feeling of intense 
Irritation and unfriendliness against 
Russia in America, England and Ger­ 
many. 
Japan is anxious to localize the com­ 
bat and avoid involving other pow- 
cTS, but views with unfriendliness the 
arts of aggression 
against 
friendly 
neutrals and treaty violations disad­ 
vantageous to herself. 
In the* latter 
connection Japan regards the affair 
of the passage* of the* volunteer fleet 
through the Dardanelles as of more 
IrnpoiLance than the acts of the ves­ 
sels subsequent to such passage.
